‘H E use of anUseptics to kill 
microorganisms 
took 
root in 
Uie days of Lister. 
Altho he 
was not the disooverw of car­ 
bolic acid, nor the first to employ 
It. his work was so outstandind that 
the history of surgery is divided 
roughly into two epochs—before and 
after Lister. 
Tlie ideal antiseptic is yet to be 
prepared but tliere are over 100 offi­ 
cial and nonoil icial compounds on 
Uie market. Many are oi practical 
value in minimizing dLsease. Some 
work better on the 'surface than 
within the body; others will affect 
one type of microbe only. 


From the theoretical standpoint 
Uie best gennicitk* should be capable 
ol Killing quickly all fomi.s ol •‘bugs,” 
including

ought to be nontoxic, non-allergic, 
nonirritating, and long lasting. One 
that IS odorless, colorless, and un­

cate membranes of the eyes to the 
thickened soles of the feet.

One of the oldest is hydrogen 
peroxide.

The 
ix avy ni<‘tals- silver, mercuiy*, cop­ 
per, zmc. bismuth, and arM'iiic—are 
pn'.vi riticd occasionally for dtsorders 
of tJie skin and mucou.s membrances 
as well as in the treatment of dis- 
ea.'e.v like syphilis. 
Several dyes 
are available which discourage bac­ 
terial growth 
Alcohol and phenol 
«carbolic acid» are old stand-bys. 
The latter, while useful in attacking 
fungi, is toxic, irritating. exix*n.sive. 
and has an unpk*asant odor. Iodine, 
one ol the halogens, acta rapidly 
when applied to the surface but is 
caustic like phenol. 
Among the newer types are Uie 
detergents. 
They are utilized not 
only medically but as soap substi­ 
tute. 
Tlie sulfonamides and the 
antibiotics «iK*iK*illin. streptomycin, 
and tyrothiycm i and excellent but 
their bactericidal acUon is transient 
and repeated doses are needed.

Its Reverberation 


The caprices of the weather play a large role In 
human affairs 
If the German army had not run 
Into the coldest Winter In a hundred years when It 
mas storming the gates of Moscow early in World War 
II the Russian capital might have fallen and Russian 
morale been shattered beyond repair. 
In the over-crowded cities and towns of India and 
China the amount of rain which falls in a single 
Bummer may determine whether millions live or die. 
And todgy, in Europe, the weather la once more 
shaping the destiny of a continent. 
This time. unhappily, the weather to not on 
hum anity’s side 
In a year when millions of people 
lack adequate housing, food, fuel or clothing, the 
weather has been cruel. 
One cold wave after another 
has .swept across northern and central European coun­ 
tries, 
North Britain has been hit by the worst 
weather In fifty years. 
W heiher Britain’s fuel crisis was caused by sociali­ 
sation of the mines by the labor government or by 
other circumstances, the reason for the dilemma may 
be lost sight of in the reverberations. 
When unusual weather strikes in this country, it 
may cause a great deal of trouble and cost ft few 
lives 
But in the countries still devastated by the 
war the suffering is intense. 
Snow and ice snarl 
up transportation facilities barely sufficient at best, 
to meet the most essential needs. 
In Britain alone 
the coal fam ine has forced hundreds of thousands of 
worker.* into idleness. 
In Berlin 140,000 persons are 
too ill to report for work 
In The Netherlands badly 
needed coal shipments lie ice bound in frozen canals. 
For Americans the weather may be a subject for 
Idle conversation. 
In other parts of the world it to 
gvnon vinous with fate. 


Strict Iron Curtain 
On Russia Seems Advisable 


It is impossible not to agree with Representative 
Mundt of South Dakota that the United States has 
been lax in taking security measures in the past and 
that it would be a good idea to think about what 
privileges are extended the curious representatives of 
the Soviet Union 
Surh a thought looms larger after 
learning that Bernard Baruch, the elder statesmen 
who has been deep enough into atomic bomb situa­ 
tion.* to know what he is talking about, to concerned 
ftbout the leakage of that secret. 
But it is difficult to become as perturbed as Rep­ 
resentative Mundt seems to be over the fact that the 
Ka ssians possess detailed plans of many American 
industrial, transportation and utility installations. 
As the Congressman him self admits, the Russians 
obtained this information quite legitimately. 
The 
United States made no objection when Soviet agents 
visited the plants in question, photographed and 
sketched them 
In a number of instances, in fact, 
they were supplied freely with detailed engineering 
data 
For that matter, the Soviet government has made 
po secret of its possession of this information. 
It is 
ai: contained in a huge book entitled “American Con­ 
struction’’ published last year by the Russian Amtorg 
Trading Corporation. 
Among other things, the book 
contains 175 full-page advertisements purchased by 
American business firms, many of which are interest­ 
ed in selling equipment to Russia. 
Moscow probably 
would buy if she could obtain a loan from W ashington 
to pay for the purchases. 
But the fears expressed by Mr. Baruch is shared 
by other authorities. 
It is quite plain, then, that we 
have been careless about the atomic knowhow, evert if 
not with other m atters we control. 
Ultimately, 
whether soon or late, scientists in other countries 
—some of doubtful friendship toward the United 
States—will dig out the secret of the atom and the 
toes to which it may be put. 
It may be that some 
already have discovered the secret, although our 
scientists are skeptical of this. 
In any case, so long as the atomic energy knowl­ 
ed g e remains our exclusive possession, it should be 
prized as such. 
W'hile Senators and others of us may 
bp ex'remely curious about this phenomenon, it should 
b» guarded as our most precious asset. 
As m atters 
stand, the atomic weapon is the most potent Influence 
lr. our hand.1 
Militarily, it goes without saying, we 
ar* weak 
While we seem to be doing a fair Job In 
scir: t if ic fields, we have scrapped our army, grounded 
our air force and bottled up our navy. 
We are 
dawdling with the universal military training issue. 
In the field of propaganda we appear to be losing 
ground 
We are doing a good job of selling our 
a*tributes to other peoples. 
And much of our dip­ 
lomatic management has boomeranged. 
We cannot build a stone wall around our country 
and ignore the rest of the world. But, for the moment, 
we ought to maintain a strict Iron curtain about the 
atomic secret until at least, we are prepared in other 
ways to exert a genuine, wholesome influence pro­ 
portionate to the degree of protection now necessary 
to preserve our entity. 
By the same reasoning It 
seems a shortsighted policy to let Russia know so much 
ftbout American industrial achievements.

THE PERFECT ANTISEPTIC 
T 


HE use of antiseptics to kill 
microorganisms 
took 
root in 
the days of Lister. 
Altho he 
was not the discoverer of car­ 
bolic acid, nor the first to employ 
it, his work was so outstandind that 
the history of surgery is divided 
roughly into two epochs—before and 
after Lister. 
The ideal antiseptic is yet to be 
prepared but there are over IOO offi­ 
cial and nonofficial compounds on 
the market. Many are of practical 
value in minimizing disease. Some 
work better on the 'surface than 
within the body; others will affect 
one type of microbe only. 


From the theoretical standpoint 
tile best germicide should be capable 
of killing quickly all forms of "bugs," 
including viruses. In addition, it 
ought to be nontoxic, non-allergic, 
nonirritating, and long lasting. One 
that is odorless, colorless, and un­ 
objectionable 
from 
an 
aesthetic 
standpoint is preferred. 
This utop­ 
ian solution could be applied safely 
on all tissues varying from the deli­ 
cate membranes of the eyes to th# 
thickened soles of the feet. Stability 
is also important so that storage in 
the medicine cabinet would be pos­ 
sible until the need arose. 
Few, if any, of our modem agents 
meet all these requirements. Some 
are successful in the laboratory, 
overwhelming a variety of organ­ 
isms mixed together in a test tube. 
On the other hand, when placed 
on an infected wound they rarely 
penetrate sufficiently to combat the 
g^rms; in case the deeper tissues 
are reached, the juices alter their 
chemical nature, making them in­ 
effective. Others are so strong that 
they destroy the delicate cells, in­ 
diting more injury than done by the 
microbes. These are the problems 
that confront any scientist who is 
trying to produce a better antisep­ 
tic. 


One of the oldest is hydrogen 
peroxide. It has many advantages 
but does not keep too long and has 
only a transient influence on bac­ 
teria. Other germ killers include 
the numerous acids and alkalies. The 
heavy metals—silver, mercury, cop­ 
per, zinc, bismuth, and arsenic—are 
prescribed occasionally for disorders 
of the skin and mucous membrances 
as well as In the treatment of dis­ 
eases like syphilis. 
Several dyes 
are available which discourage bac­ 
terial growth. Alcohol and phenol 
(carbolic acid) are old stand-bys. 
The latter, while useful in attacking 
fungi, is toxic, irritating, expensive, 
and has an unpleasant odor. Iodine, 
one of the halogens, acts rapidly 
when applied to the surface but is 
caustic like phenol. 
Among the newer types are the 
detergents. 
They are utilized not 
only medically but as soap substi­ 
tute. 
The sulfonamides and the 
antibiotics (pencUlin. streptomycin, 
and tyrothrycin) and excellent but 
their bactericidal action is transient 
and repeated doses are needed. 
All of which serves to demonstrate 
that while there is no panacea, phy­ 
sicians have at their disposal num­ 
erous antiseptics. 
Credit must also 
be given to the body which provides 
numerous mechanisms to destroy 
bacteria. 
In the same vein of 
thought, cleanliness helps tremen­ 
dously, by discouraging the invad­ 
ers. Altho soap is not necessarily 
classified as an antiseptic, it is 
helpful in removing organisms from 
the skin, thus combating infection. 


BRIDGE HANDS

because every time I play my hands 
break out.

But contact dermatitis is 
more likely.

stiffen them or incompletely cured 
synthetic plastics.

“It is not unusual for a commit­ 
tee, by unanmious consent, to permit 
the use of proxies,’’ argued Eber­ 
harter. “but that Is good legislative 
procedure only when the proxy to 
be voted Is that of a member who 
has been attending previous hear­ 
ings of the particular matter under 
consideration. If to is unable for 
some good reason to be on hand for 
Ute vote, but is acquainted with the 
subject and has formed an opinion 
of his own, then the use of his 
proxy is reasonable. 
“But your proposal, Mr. Chair­ 
man.” Eberharter continued, “means 
that members don’t have to take any 
interest in toe problems before the 


Committee so long as they can be 
registered for or against a proposal. 
It means that only a few people 
might be settling policy, with the 
members of their two parties sim­ 
ply saying, ‘go ahead and put me 
down for what you think.’ ”

Eberhardt’s point of order, but the 
Pennsylvanian served notice he will 
raise It again whenever proxies are 
used.

Industrial Crisis In England 


Traceable To Labor Government

For 
estim ating 
the 
industrial 
crisis in England, the first step is to 
avoid over-estimating the part play­ 
ed in it by a spell of extremely 
harsh weather. If weather were the 
cause, tile crisis would 
be tem ­ 
porary*. In fact, it will profoundly 
allect, in fundam ental r e s p e c t s 
probably determine, the future of 
England and toe world. 
T hat judgment was put in words 
this week by a member of the Labor 
Government, Attorney General Sir 
Hartley Shawcross. “If

Britain, holding its first post-war 
election, ousted from power the con­

Party leader, "a Socialist common­ 
wealth.” 
Dogmatic Wilfullnnw 
In carrying out the mandate, the 
new Lalior Government proceeded 
with a kind of dogmatic wiltullness. 
Though England was in desperate 
need of recovery, though maximum 
production of goods was tile first 
requisite for recovery, and though 
these conditions made It a tragically 
inappropriate time to switch from 
one economic system to another, 
tile Iobor Government nevertheless 
made the nationalizing of industry 
Its primary concern. 
The spirit and actions of the 
Labor Government Justified the bit­ 
terness in what Churchill said the 
other day: "The I-dun Government 
were m> busy with tit** doctrinaires 
of their nationalization policy, and 
so ardently involved in class war. 
that they had no time or strength 
or brutus Im making tile ordinary 
administrative arrangem ents which 
common prudence demanded . 
It m eant mismanagement and in­ 
competence in high places 
. . We 
had vast figures of civil servants 
looking after our affairs, ham per­ 
ing energy and enterprise and in­ 
genuity ut every st agt*.” 
At the end of 19 months. Britain 
has made less recovery than any 
other of the victorious countries; 
less even titan some countries that 
were overrun during the war, such 
as Holland and Belgium. The re­ 
c o rd of the Labor Government sug­ 
gests one of the most familiar say­ 
ings in the English tongue. The last 
word in futility has been expressed 
as “carrying coaLs to Newcastle.“ 
Yet in a country that has abundant 
coal underground, lack of coal for 
industry and dally use is the pre­ 
cipitating, cause of crisis.

Bills Would Grant Larger Measure 
Of Home Rule To Maryland Counties 


Mountaineers 
Balk Al Swiss 
Exercise Rule 


ANNAPOLIS. Md., Feb. 12 (ZP) — 
Two Harford county delegates chose 
the birthday anniversary of “The 
G reat Em ancipator.” Abraham Lin­ 
coln, to introduce bills in the House 
today granting a larger measure of 
home rule to M aryland's 23 counties. 
The bills, sponsored by Delegates 
Clark and James, both Democrats, 
are sim ilar to three ill-fated m ea­ 
sures sponsored in the 1945 session 
by the Legislative Council. 
At th at time Senate President 
James Lindsay, of Baltimore county, 
an ardent supporter of a program to 
lessen tile burden of the legislature 
by reducing the num ber of minor 
local bills, successfully steered the 
bills through the Senate. 
But when they came across to the 
House, Speaker John S. White, of 
Prince George’s county — who said 
he was opposed to home rule and 
made no bones about it—referred 
the bills to the Corporations Com­ 
mittee. The bills stayed there and 
never came before the House for ac­ 
tion. 
One of the Cl&rk-James bills calls 
for an amendm ent to the constitu­ 
tion, and would be voted on in a 
referendum in 1948. It would re­ 
move the constitutional monopoly 
granted the Legislature to pass on 
a list of minor m atters which are 
itemized in the two companion bills. 
“The bills let county commission­ 
ers know specifically what author­ 
ity and powers they have, as well 
as broadening their powers,” Clark 
explained later. 
“The Riajorlty St local legislation 
now is a result of commissioners 
questioning the authority they have, 
and this is one way to set them 
clear to act without bothering the 
legislature with trivialities.*’ 
Jam es and Clark explained th at 
the constitutional am endm ent also 
contained 
a 
safeguard for local 
legislation. In event th at a county 
commission failed to act after 
home rule was authorized, the legis­ 
lature could come back to Anna­ 
polis and take jurisdiction. 
Under one bill, county govern­ 
ments would be granted 18 separate 
functions now performed by* the leg­ 
islature. In the other bill, munici­ 
palities would be empowered to act 
in 31 specific instances. 
County commissioners would have 
power, among other things, to set 
salaries of all appointed officers and 
employes of the county; set up m er­ 
it, pension and retirem ent systems; 
provide for competitive bidding for 
any 
county 
construction, 
roads, 
sidewalks; to fix the allowance for 
iheriffs to board prisoners. 
Cities and counties would be per­ 
mitted to borrow money without 


first asking the Legislature for an 
enabling act. 
Counties could float bonds of not 
more than seven per cent of the 
value of real estate In the county 
A referendum is provided where the 
issue planned was to be one fourth 
of one per cent of the assessable 
basis, or more. 
The top bond issue lim it for cities 
would be IO per cent of the city's 
real estate assessment, and a refer­ 
endum would be required a t one- 
half of one per cent.

C. A . Gloyd Loses 
Suit For $25,MIO 
Agaiad B. And 0. 


Fails To Prove 
Negligent Ad 


A $25,000 damage suit flied in 
Circuit Court against the Baltimore 
and (Milo Railroad by a former em­ 
ploye ended yesterday when Chief 
Judge William A. Hus ter and As­ 
sociate Judge George Henderson in­ 
structed the jury to return a ver­ 
dict in favor of the defendant since 
negligence had not been proven. 
Says Steel Was In Eye 
Charles A. Gloyd, the plaintiff, 
testified that he lost the sight of 
his right eye when a piece of steel 
broke off a tamping pick and struck 
him in the eye while he was work­ 
ing on company track. He said he 
rubbed his eye and the splinter 
came out on his hand. 
Later the eye began to bother 
him, the plaintiff said, and he con­ 
sulted a Cumberland physician, who 
at first tried to save the right, but 
later had to remove the eye. 
During cross examination, most of 
the questions were confined to a 
statement 
that 
Gloyd 
allegedly 
made before filing the suit. 
The 
defense declared that he “told in 
teres ted persons" that a "wild hair 
got Into his eye and injured his 
sight. Gloyd denied making the 
statement. 
The suit was filed by Edward J 
Ryan and William L. Wilson, Jr., 
and sought to prove that the com­ 
pany was negligent in furnishing 
imperfect tools for employes to use. 
Judge Henderson said that the 
suit was filed under the Federa 
Employment Lability Act, and as 
such differed from the usual suit 
filed under the Maryland Compen­ 
sation Act, since negligence must 
be proven. 
Physician Testifies 
In answer to a question by Ryan 
the physician who treated Gloyd 
said the eye trouble could have been 
caused by the piece of steel. A 
moment later, in reply to a ques 
tion by defense counsel, he said 
the trouble could have been caused! 
by “nothing at all in the eye.” 
Following the verdict, the Jury 
was ordered paid and released from 
duty. 
Ryan also docketed a $1,5000 dam­ 
age suit for George Bolyard, against 
George Babb, who trades as Babb 
Motor Bales Company, on Wlneow 
street.

Mrs. Mi1 tor, who presided at the 
meeting in City Hall auditorium, 
asked that suggestions on solving 
the city’s recreation problems be 
mailed to her so that a basis for 
further action may be taken. Ap­ 
proximately 60 persons, representing 
various civic groups, were present.

Outlines Baltimore Plan 
Michael F. Kelley, Baltimore, the 
guest speaker, outlined an "area 
project" recreation plan which was 
put into effect in Baltimore in 
1944. A typical section of the city, 
near Patterson Park, was selected 
and he was named to organize the 
community Into groups working to 
develop all recreational facilities, in­ 
cluding both indoor and outdoor 
sports, hobbies and art* and crafts. 
At present Kelley, who was rec­ 
reational director at the Maryland 
Training School for Boys for 13 
years, is executive secretary of the 
Eastern Community Council, In­ 
corporated, an organization set up 
in the eastern part of Baltimore to 
work with the city's Department of 
Public Recreation in providing ex­ 
panded recreation facilities. 
Recalling that Allegany county 
schools will close June 18. Kelly 
said that no time must be lost In 
preparing for a recreation program 
in Cumberland this summer. 
In Baltimore, he said, training 
classes for playleaders are organized 
in March so that by summer they 
will be prepared to start work at 
the city’s playgrounds. Each play­ 
ground there has a trained leader 
and an assistant, Kelley said, stat­ 
ing that such leaders must be paid 
well enough so that other persons 
will be attracted Into the work. 
Other Suggestions Blade 
The church, school and home do 
not Uke up all of a child's time, 
leaving "gaps" which must be filled 
by 
recreation 
organizations, 
the 
speaker said. More playgrounds and 
the utilization of all possible re 
creation facilities would help to fill 
in those gaps and take children off 
street comers. 
Dr. Samuel M. Jacobson suggested 
that a private athletic league be 
formed to organize its own recrea­ 
tion council, without depending upon 
action of the Mayor and Council. 
Each section of the city could raise 
its own funds through benefits, par­ 
ties and the like, and with the ast 
sistance of the school board could 
get its own program underway. The 
established program could then be 
presented to city officials, he ex­ 
plained. 
David Kauffman, president of the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, Mu­ 
ted that suggestions as to financing 
a recreation program should be sub­
